Special Motor Ships and Airp'anes 
Putting Camel Out Of Business 

Modern mechanism is putting the 
ancient ship of the desert, the camel, 
out ‘of business. The camel's job is 
much more speedily carried out by 
means of specially designed motor 
ships, and aeroplanes.

Prisoners Have Chance 
To Acquire Education 


Men In Canadian Prisons Make Good 
Showing At Examination 

Fifty-eight prisoners in Canada's 
penitentiaries sat this year for high- 
er educational examinations, stated 
Gen. W. S. Hughes, superintendent of 
penitentiaries, who is visiting Ed- 
monton in the course of his regular 
cross-Canada inspection of the vari- 
ous penal institutions under his con- 
trol. 

Of these 58 men, it is already 
known that out of eight who sat for 
matriculation at Kingston, six have 
passed with honors, and at Stony 
Mountain, three men were entered for 
first year university examinations. 
The full resultg are not yet known, 
but Gen. Hughes is sure that “his 
boys” as he calls them, have done 
themselves and Canada’s humane 
prison @ystem very proud indeed. 

The General merely instances this, 
as showing that not all prison treat- 
ment is harsh and repressive, but 
that in Canada at least, there exists 
a belief in giving a man a chance, if 
he shows himself at all willing to 
mind his ways, and to get back once 
more to fe paths of the law-abiding.

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Christianity’s Next Task 


The signing of (1), the Treaty of Versailles in which is: incorporated 
the covenant of the League of Nations; (2), the naval treaties at Washing- 
ton; and (3), the Kellogg anti-war declaration recently at Paris, were all 
hailed by press, pulpit and public as important milestones along the road to 
permanent world peace and a better understanding among the races of the 
earth. Special services were held in churches to mark some 1f not all of 
these events, while thousands of columns of editorial matter were printed 
lauding these notab‘e efforts to put an end to racial animosities. And every 
word written or spoken in praise and support of these great peace move- 
ments was fully deserved. 

But, notes the Literary Digest, the new programme for world-wide 
spiritual co-operation adopted by the International Missionary Council at its 
last meeting in Jerusalem may be considered as revolutionary in the ecclesi- 
astical world as the above named three events are in the political world. 
All look to the-promotion of peace, but the Jerusalem Conference, perhaps, 
probed deeper into the problems which agitate the world and array nation 
against nation, race against race, and, concludes the Literary Digest, while 
little publicity has been given to the deliberations and conclusions of the 
Conference held on the Mount of Olives, no bells rung or paeang of praise 
offered up, yet so much was done that posterity may rank Jerusalem with 
Geneva, Washington and Paris in the onward march of mankind toward 
international amity and the ending of racial hatred. 

Among the subjects discussed on the sacred*mount outside the Hoy 
City were the race problem, the rights of minorities, the protection of wo- 
men and children in industry, relations between strong and weak nations, 
the land question, intellectual and spiritual co-operation, relations between 
church and state, and various other phases of world peace, Specialists on 
race, industry, and international relations from the minorities secticn of the 
League of Natiohs and the Universities of London, Harvard and ‘Columbia 
among other institutions, were present to contribute techn cal knowledge as 
these problems were attacked. 

And with what resut? Following lengthy and searching study of condi- 
tions as they now exist in countries all over the world, and the relation and 
duty of the Christian churca thereto, this International Missionary Confer- 
ence meeting at Jerusalem found that “the Church has not firmly and 
effectively set its face against race hatred, race envy, race contempt, or 
against racial, national and social pride, or against the lust for wealth and 
exploitation of the poor or weak.” 

It was evident right at the beginn’ng of the Conference that the old 
attitude of superiority.cf the West over the East, regarding of Nordic 
civilization and the Christian religions as one and the same, was not 
acceptable. The idea of race superiority was not admitted for a moment 
and the Conference ind’cated its belief that the basis of race prejudice is 
economic. In lands \where races live side by side, participation by all in 
racial) intermingling for eccial, cultural, und religious feilowship was ‘de- 
clared to be the natural expression of Christianity, and waz weleccmed as a 
step toward wor'd-wide understanding, 

Who is there will deny that, such belief end conclusions arein line with 
the teachings and_spirit of the Founder of Christianity ? 

And does there not emanate from this Conference a special message for 
the people of Canada, and especially for the people of Western Canada? Of 
late there have been unfortunate revivals of ancient campaigns by certain 
classes of our people against other classes based sole'y on questicns of race 
and creed, Most unforiunate of all is the fact that many of the leaders in 
these campaigns, which ave a denial of Christ's whole life and teaching, are 
recognized leaders in the Christian church, 

It is the fond hope and dearest ambition of many thousands of forward- 
looking, patriotic Canadians that this young Dominion reaching out in its 
new nationhood will become a power for good inéthe world; that its great- 
ness will be found not alone in its wealth of natural resources, its far- 
reaching trade and commerce, its cultural attainments, but in those ep‘ritual 
attainments and contributions to all mankind which in the final analysis, are 
the true measures by which to estimate the greatness of any p:ople or nation
